M artin explained it. 
While the task, to the eye. is 
simple, the process of locating a sub­ 
terranean stream is so exhausting 
that it leaves the veteran well-flnder 
w»*nk for a whole day afterward. 
Fe Iks in these parts figured that 
M artin and other water .smellers 
saved 
farmers, 
home-owners and 
factory interests untold thousands 
in drilling costs by telling the dig­ 
gers just where to sink their shafts 
without the expense of experim ent­ 
ing around for the right place. 
M artin never failed on the job, 
his friends said, and he does little 
talking about his work except when 
he is confronted by persons who 
don’t believe in water smelling, or 
who put it in the same class with 
Halloween flapdeedle and such.

A few weeks ago th is g reat preacher closed h is career of usefulness to 
m ankind and w ent hom e 
to th a t land from w hich no traveller h as yet 
returned. 
T he C hicago T ribune quoted Dr. S halier M athew s as having once said 
th a t “theological sem inaries do n o t tu rn o u t Johnston M yerses any m ore," 
and the C hicago H erald-E xam iner stated th a t th is m an w as th e “servant 
of m ankind, am bassador from the court of Jesus Christ, and friend to th e 
poor." 
For 40 years ho preached the gospel of kindness, courage, fa ith in the 
great God and tolerance, as well as charity, tow ards all. T he doors of his 
church were never closed excepting a fte r nine o’clock a t night, and they 
were open to all early in the m orning. T he poorest w as alw ays welcomed 
and for years thousands upon thousands of the hungry were fed sim ple 
food free during th e long w inter m onths. 
Johnston M yers was one of th e finest speakers and one of th e gentlest, 
as well as one of the most courageous m en th is w riter h as ever known. He 
would go anyw here to help. He spared not his streng th . H e p u t food in to 
people s h earts as well as into th e ir bodies. H e never tu rn ed any one aw ay 
w ithout first having increased or restored h is hope in life an d in God. 
T his preacher was not interested in a m an ’s past. He only w anted to 
build up. or restore to norm al th a t m an ’s hope a n d put him in th e way 
of usefulness. 
C hurches all around the one from which th is m an preached and 
served, disappeared one by one. C om m ercial houses an d th e m arts of trad e 
wiped them clean 
but there, like a beacon of light, stood th e Im m anuel 
C hurch an d inside its great hearted M aster. He asked nothing from those 
whom he served. 
H e only sought the privilege to serve, an d he was the 
servant of all.
